1. ARGENTINA: MRS. PERON'S LAST DAYS? 

THROUGHOUT DECEMBER 19 BOTH THE REBELS AND THE GOVERNMENT 
HELD FAST TO THEIR POSITIONS, WITH THE POSSIBILITY OF A 
CONSTITUTIONAL SOLUTION DIMINISHING. IN IMPORTANT DEVELOP- 
MENTS: 

-ARMY COMMANDER IN CHIEE VIDELA ISSUED A STATEMENT

A. THE VIEW FROM ATHENS 

FOREIGN MINISTER BITSIOS MADE THE FOLLOWING POINTS TO

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WENT UNEXPECTEDLY WELL, AND HE IS CONVINCED BOTH
